REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Eaton: — 


In presenting to you a report of the schools in this town for the 
past year, we are able to truthfully state that the schools as a 
whole have been equal to those of any previous year. 

We refer you to the statistical table, where you will see that the 
whole number of scholars registered for the year were 118; 
average attendance for the year, 94. These figures are unsatis- 
factory. As you can plainly see, out of the whole number of 
scholars registered, 20 per cent. of them were absent all the time; 
although this is a gain of 17 per cent. over the previous year, yet 
this state of affairs ought not to be. In our belief it would be 
economy to raise one-half of the amount of money in the future 
of what has been previously raised, and then for every parent to 
see that every scholar should attend school every day during the 
sessions, than to hire and keep teachers in our school-rooms with 
an alternate absence of scholars constantly occurring. And yet 
believing in the old adage that ‘* knowledge is power,” we would 
recommend a continuance of your liberality in behalf of our 
schools, and ask you to look at the matter in the true light, 
remembering that the only return you are receiving from your 
liberality is what little education your children are storing up for 
future use, and that can be obtained only by hard, persistent 
studying. 

Your attention was called last year by our predecessor to 
the very bad condition of the school-houses in No. 4 and No. 5, 
and you raised one hundred dollars for such repairs as the School 
Board thought advisable. After careful examination of the house 
in No. 4, and individuals living there promising liberal assistance, 
we decided (there being too small a sum to attempt to do any- 
thing with the house in No. 5, thinking to complete it) to repair 
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the house in No. 4 as best we could with the money raised for 
that purpose ; but as work advanced, we found it necessary to use 
in addition thereto a portion of what the law allows for the repairs 
of school-houses ; to wit, 5 per cent., and then were not able to 
do what was really necessary to complete the house satisfactorily. 
The house in No. 5 still remains as reported last year, and is 
wholly unfit, either for school purposes or to use in any way 
in the construction of a suitable school-house. We urge the 
necessity of building a suitable house, centrally located, for use in 
No. 5, which will probably cost about three hundred dollars, and 
we recommend that that sum be raised for that purpose to be laid 
out either by the School Board or agents chosen for that purpose. 
Not finding physiologies used in all districts, as by law re- 
quired, after careful investigation we introduced ‘** Blaisdel’s 
Series of Physiology,” which we concluded would be well adapted 
to the needs of our scholars, as there are three grades. ‘They can 
be had of the School Board at introductory prices. | 
The foregoing is respectfully submitted with financial statement 
and statistical table.
